1 he nucleic acid 
sequence imparts structural and functional differences in each gene which affect properties such 
as expression le\els. tissue specitlc expression patterns. mRNA half li\es. cellular Iticali/ation ot 
the gene product, etc. f urthermore, each gene enctules a different prt)lein product which is not 
sufficienth linked b\ structural or functional features. AccordiniiK . each of the "'H ditTevcTii 
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3. .Applicant is aJ\ iscd that the rcpl> to this requirement to be complete must include an
